Rev. Joseph P. Joyce, 69, 

Passes Away Friday in 

Aurora, 111. 



The Reverend Joseph P. Joyce, first 
Catholic priest to establish a pastoral 
residence in Antioch, died at St. Jos- 
eph's Mercy Hospital in Aurora, Fri- 
day, Nov. 7, at the age of 69. He hod 
been an invalid for a number of years. 
It was in 1904 that Fther Joyce be- 
came the first resident pastor here. 
He had succeeded Father Ilrouton 
who established this parish in 1900 as 
a mission from Rosecrans. Horn in 
Chicago, Father Joyce received his 
higher theological training at the 
famous University of Innsbruck, Aus- 
tria. He was pastor here from 1904 
til 1909. When the new diocese of 
Rockford was formed. Father Joyce 
was attached to the official staff of the 
Most Reverend Peter J. Mundoon, first 
bishop of the newly created diocese. 
He became the bishop's secretary and 
first chancellor. 'Later he was appoin- 
ed to the important post of pastor of 
Belvidcre in Hoone county. His in- 
tellectual ability was of a very high 
order as a'.l who knew him can testify. 
Father Joyce was buried Monday 
from Holy Angels church in Aurora. 
A very large crowd of friends and rela- 
tives of the deceased attended the ser- 
vices. 

Several Monsignors, members of re- 
ligious orders and about one hundred 
of the diocesan clergy took part in the 
funeral rites. 'Father Flaherty rep- 
resented the Antioch parish. The 
Reverends T. G. Flynn and Joseph 
Lynch were deacon and subdeacon of 
the solemn Mass which was celebrated 
by Monsignor Fred Connor, pastor of 
Holy Angels. Reverend William J. 
Donovan of Batavia preached a very 
beautiful and appropriate funeral dis- 
course. The remains of Father Joyce 
were laid to rest in the little cemetery 
on the outskirts of Aurora.

surance companies and taught insur- 
ance at John Hopkins university at 
Baltimore. 

Since January 1937, he has made 
more than 600 talks to high schools, 
colleges, Chambers of Commerce, P. 
T. A.'s Safety Councils, Rotary, Ki- 
wanis, Lions, and similar organizations 
in 31 states and the Dominion of Can- 
ada in behalf of the "Not over 50" club*

ized in September. 1935, by the Lum- 
bermens Mutual Casualty company of 
Illinois as its contribution to highway 
safety. lit has grown steadily and now 
has 300,000 members who have volun- 
tarily agreed to follow its ten point 
?afe driving creed. Members are given 
reminder stickers for their speedometer 
emblems for the rear windows of their 
ar and -«re sent a magazine which coiv_ 
tains safety information and news of 
the club's activities. All parts of this 
program are furnished without cost or 
obligation.

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The Writing on the Wall 

The San Francisco News, a newspaper which has 
always been a strong supporter of organized labor, re- 
cently said this: "We wish to see organized labor endure 
and continue to grow. But we know that organized 
labor cannot endure if the things from which it derives 
its prosperity and security do not endure. If organized 
labor is to endure, the system of free enterprise must 
•endure. Organized labor cannot flourish if business 
sickens and dies. Economic peace and economic secur- 
ity cannot be obtained by use of force which makes their 
existence impossible. 



"Organized labor has never had such power as it 
possesses today. But by that same token, organized

naire to many advertisers to find out how much and in 
what ways they spend money, and for what purpose. 
It has been proposed in Washington that brand names 
be eliminated, and that articles be sold as soap, candy, 
or what have you. This, of course, would virtually kill 
advertising. And without advertising support, the cost 
of a newspaper would be out of reach to most buyers. 
There is a very general impression that advertising 
adds considerably to the retail price of goods. The fact 
is that when it has been intelligently used to increase the 
isale of articles in common use, it has resulted in improvc- 
ing the quality and lowering the price. Some interest- 
ing testimony on that phase of advertising was given be- 
fore the House Judiciary Committee by W. S. Farish, 
President of Standard Oil Company (N. J.), which spends 
millions each year in advertising. He told the Commit- 
tee: 

"Although the sums expended for advertising by 
some companies are large, it is easy to exaggerate the 
part of the customer's gasoline dollar which is spent 
for advertising. If all the advertising expenditures of 
the industry were charged to gasoline alone, it is prob- 
able that they would represent less than a quarter of a 
cent per gallon." 

As a matter of fact, a large proportion of the ad- 
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what happens to business and industry, what happens 
to the thousands and thousands of small wage earners 
who have no interest in the politics of the labor move- 
ment, will depend on whether labor leadership becomes 
statesmanlike, whether it recognizes and assumes its 
proper responsibilities, whether it wields its power with 
"wisdom, or with recklessness and stupidity." 

Organized labor should be solidly at the forefront of 
those who are today fighting the trend toward socialism— 
a trend, which if it continues, will mean the end of free 
enterprise, and the end of social and economic freedom 
for capital and labor alike. And organized labor, for its 
own selfish reasons alone, should take the lead in pre- 
venting strikes in this time of emergency and danger, and

UNION WITH CHRIST 

LESSON TEXT— John 15: MO. 
GOLDEN TEXT-Ablde In mc, and I In 
you.-r-Joiin 15:4. 



Our lesson presents deep spiritual 
truths concerning our union with 
Christ — mystical, but practical; 
precious, but too often forgotten or 
neglected. 

I., The Conditions of Union With 
Christ. 

There is a sense in which union 
with Christ is entirely uncondition- 
al, one is either united with Him by 
faith or he is not. However, there 
are conditions for the fulfillment of 
all that such union carries with it. 
It is in that sense we use the word. 

1., Cleansing (vv. 1-3). Christ is 
the .Vine, and the believer as a true 
branch is united with Him. There 
is d oneness here which is difficult 
to express but delightful to receive 
and believe. He who is the Vine 
needs no cleansing, but the branch 
needs constant, daily purification by 
"the Word" (v. 3). Are we per- 
mitiling God's Word to keep us 
eleoin? Only if we are reading it, 
studying it, meditating upon it. 

Tlherc is moreover a severer type 
of purging to which the husband- 
man subjects the vine that it may 
bear more richly, and that is prun- 
ing (v. 2). It may not be pleasant, 
my brother, but it is profitable, and 
remember whose loving and sure 
hand it is that wields the pruning 
knille (v. 1). 

Some branches must be cut away 
altogether (v. 1) and burned (v. G). 
They lack the evidence of life— 
fruitbearing — and must be de- 
stroyed. These words are evidently 
noti written to dishearten true be- 
lievers, but they ore a solemn warn- 
ing to those who bear a false pro- 
fession of Christianity. 

2., Abiding (vv. 4-8). The branch 
bears the fruit of the vine. It has 
no strength or ability of its own to 
bring forth fruit. The Christian 
cannot serve Christ without abiding, 
unci if ho does abide the life of 
Christ will show forth in Mis living 
and serving. There can be no union 
without abiding in Christ. 

3L Obedience (vv. 9, 10). The 
hall-mark of character in a child is 
obedience. That is also true in 
God's household. There is no use 
in talking sweetly and piously about 
abiding in God's love unless we 
obey His commandments. The 
Christian who disobeys the teach- 
ings of God's Word regarding holy 
living and does not respond to the 
leading of the Holy Spirit shuts off 
thej blessing of God in his own life 
and stops its flow out to others. 

II. The Results of Union With 
Christ; 

1. Purity of Life (v. 3). "Now 
ye are clean"— how refreshing our 
Lord's words sound to us as we 
livp in a wicked and filthy world. 
We sometimes wonder if there are 
any pure lives anymore. Yes, there 
onl— those whom the Lord has 
cleansed by His Word. Would you 
like to be clean? Turn to Him and 
to His Word. 

2. Prevailing Prayer (v. 7). At 
fin t one wonders why our Lord put 
in that word about prayer, but it 
is evident that one of the fruits of 
un on and fellowship with Christ 
mist be intelligent prayer accord- 
ing to God's will, in the power of 
the| Spirit, and certain of an answer. 

Notice that the prayer promise 
hej*c is absolutely unlimited* buU 
that it follows on "if" which states 
a closely limited condition. Let us 
fulfill the condition and claim the 
pr< 
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. Fruitbearing (vv. 2, 4, 5, 
The fruit a Christian bears is 
fruit of Christ who is the Vine, 
as 'the branch he does have the joy 
of | bearing "fruit" (v. 2), "more 
fruit" (v. 2), and "much fruit" (vv. 
5, |8). The Christian's phraseology 
can be borrowed, the Christian's 
service imitated, but his fruit pro- 
duped only by abiding in Christ. 

4. Abiding in Love (v. 10). We 
hove been talking about abiding all 
through our lesson and it may seem 
strange to list it as one of the results 
of union with Christ, yet it belongs 
here. Our Lord said (v. 10) that 
the cleansed and obedient disciple 
should abide in His love, even as 
He obeys the Father and abides in 
Hijs love. 

What a picture that is. Christ, 
the One who know no slain of sin 
(II Cor. 5:21), always perfectly 
obedient to the Father (Hob. 10:7), 
who knows complete and perfect 
^fellowship with the Father, reaches 
/out His loving arms and draws the 
believer into the circle of that 
blessed union and love.
